LITTLE PAN-FISH FUN. 


My Dear Buck: 


There's a great big army of little 


fish that don't seem to get the proper 
credit for all the fun and pleasure 
they have given fishermen. Of course, 
old man, a great big chunk of this fun 
happened way back in the knee-pants' 
stage of most fellow's fishing days, 
but ot that, when the real game fellows 
are off the feed and prospects appear 
good for an empty stringer, and it 
looks like bacon and flapjacks for the 
evening meal, just toss out a line and 
give the little fellows a nibble at your 
bait. These little old nibblers include 
in their ranks the crappie, rock bass, 
blue gill, sunflsh and yellow or striped 
perch. 


As a pan fish you can't beat 'em. 


Browned to a turn in plenty of bacon 
grease or broiled over the open camp- 
fire they are a dish that would make 
even J. D. forget his stomach, and after 
an hour on the trail or a particularly 
hard portage, you thank your lucky 
stars when the feed bag has a generous 
portion of "little fellers" done to a turn. 


.Get 'Em Any Old Time. 


Of course, they don't put up a 


scream of a fight like their cousins 
the basses, but they are accommodat- 
ing little cusses and bite any time in 
the day and most any time in the 
season, especially when at a time the 
real game fellows have a tendency to 
overlook a good thing in the shape of 
bait or lure. Although they only make 
a short little fight, there's a way of 
fishing for them that will give you 
quite a bit of fun and please even the 
sure-enough fisherman who is seeming- 
ly shocked when you even mention pan 
fish to him. Of course, most -of that 
disdain stuff is merely bull on the part 
of the fellow that hops up in the clouds 
when you mention little pannies. 


Light Fly Rod Best. 


Here is the tackle that put pep in 


the pan-fish game. Get the lightest, 
whippiest steel fly rod you can find, 
about ten feet in length; use an ordi- 
nary soft-braided silk casting line and 
a number eight or ten hook, and do a 
little still fishing. With this rigging 
you will be pleasantly surprised at the 
sport in landing a fair-sized panuer. 
They start out with quite a showy 
fight, but it don't last long. However, 
with this tackle, old scout, they'll play 
better and show more spunk than with 
the ordinary casting rod, and take it as 
a side tip you won't land everyone you 
hook at that. 


The "crappie is found in most ponds, 


lagoons, and lakes, as well as the 
more sluggish streams, and they like 
the quiet waters. 
They bite best in 


the early spring, in June and the fall, 
although you get them most any time. 
For a still-fishing bait they like grass- 
hoppers, worms or live minnows, and 
you can catch them trolling with ruin- 
now or very small spoonhook, while 
at times they will rise to the trout fly. 


The rock bass prefers the clear, cool 


water, and is not only found in nearly 
every lake, pond and river, but also 
in the little creeks and streams. 
In 


the lakes you will find him where the 
reeds and underwater grasses grow 
and in the streams he dotes on the 
deep holes among the rocks and bowl 
ders or around stumps, brush or wind- 
falls. Most any kind of bait suits him, 
but small minnows, angleworms and 
white wood-grubs make him swim 
around and take notice. They put up 
quite a stagger at fighting when first 
hooked, and make a final effort when 
brought up to the boat. A small red 
ibis or white miller fly often tempts 
them, and very small frogs or craw- 
fish interest the larger ones. 


Striped Perch Good Biter. 


The yellow or striped perch is prob- 


ably the best little biter in the whole 
outfit, and although he does not as a 
rule fight like a heavyweight, if you 
get a two-pounder on light fly tackle 
you know there is a fish on the far end' 
of the line. . Go after him in about 
thirty to forty feet of water and you 
get the big ones. With any sort of bait 
you can land him in good numbers 
most any time, and even through the 
ice in winter he is an accommodating 
fellow. The perch Is a great little-fa- 
vorite with the women and children 
who don't go after the gainer fellows, 
and many pleasant days can be spent 
for this popular little panner. A bait 
that looks good to a bluegill tickles 
the fancy of the perch, and any old 
kind of a hook and line is tackle 
enough to get him, although the real 
sport is to be had with the long, light 
steel fly rod. 


Taken as a whole, the pan fish are 


a gentlemanly little bunch of good fel- 
ows, always eager to take a nibble 
and save a fisherman from ringing up 
a "goose egg" for the day's fishing, and 
o his good, clean method of living we 
can thank him for hi* fine flavor, and 
crown him king of freak water fish 
food.

Beat two eggs until 
light, add the sugar and and beat until 
it is well dissolved, then add a tea- 
spoonful of ginger and flour, enough 
to roll without sticking. The softer 
they can be handled the more moist 
and delicious 
they will be when 


cooked. Place the dough on the ice 
for a time to harden it then it will 
roll with less flour. Fry in deep fat. 


Swiss Salad 
Dressing.—Beat 
the 


yolks of three eggs to a cream in a 
small granite saucepan. Heat a half 
cupful of honey (strained) and when 
boiling-hot pour it over the beaten 
yolks. Beat over the heat for n min- 
ute, then remove and continue beating 
until it is as thick as mayonnaise; 
add four tublespoonfuls of olive oil, 
salt and paprika to taste, and when 
cold fold in a half pint of whipped 
cream. This is delicious with fruit. 


Casserole of Halibut.—Remove the 


skin and bone from a two-pound cheap 
cut of halibut. 
Boil four-quartered 


potatoes for five minutes, then drain 
and rinse. Brown in four tablespoon- 
fuls of butter, six small onions and 
three-fourths of a cupful of shredded 
carrots. Put a layer of the fish in the 
casserole, then some of the browned 
vegetables and a few bread crumbs, 
repftating until all is used. 
Barely 


cover with a cupful of tomato juice 
and boiling water. Sprinkle with two 
teaspoonfuls of salt and a few dashes 
of pepper, and place the potatoes on 
top, cover and bake 45 minutes or an 
hour in a moderate oven. 


Chicken a la King (Waldorf).—Cook 


In two tablespoonfuls of butter one 
chopped green pepper and a cupful of 
fresh mushrooms broken in bits, add 
two tablespoonfuls of flour and two 
cupfuls cream, three beaten eggs and 
three cupfuls of minced chicken. Add 
a fourth of a cupful of butter and sea- 
sonings to taste.

GOOD THINGS FOR THE TABLE. 


Take a steak, either sirloin or round, 


cut three-fourths of an inch thick, nnd 


cooked in a very hot iron 
frying pan, turning often, 
for seven minutes. Salt 
when well browned. In 
the meantime melt a tii- 
blospoonful of butter in 
a saucepan, add a half 
cupful each of chopped 
onion and green pepper, 


three-fourths of a cupful of tomatoes, 
and salt and pepper to taslc. Cook 
20 minutes and spread over the steak. 
Set in the oven for a few'minutes. 


Ham, 
English Country Style.—Take 


two pounds of ham, sliced an inch 
thick, scald with boiling water to re- 
move the excess of salt, if any, then 
dry thoroughly, and fry on both sides 
until brown. Peel and slice six large 
onions, lay them in a frying pan or 
kettle, and place the ham on top, 
then pour over three cupfuls of soup 
stock. 
Cover closely nnd simmer till 


all is tender, about 45 minutes. Re- 
move the ham to a platter, surround 
with the onions and thicken the stock 
in the pan for a gravy, which Is then 
poured over the ham. 


Scalloped 
Mushrooms.—Peel 
the 


caps from the mushrooms nnd sepa- 
rate from the stem. Chop the stems 
fine, melt six tablespoonfuls of butter 
and mix it with a pint of soft bread 
crumbs, then put n layer in a buttered 
baking dish; add one of the mush- 
room caps and stems and dredge with 
salt and pepper. Repeat until the dish 
is nearly full, using three-fourths of 
a pound of mushrooms, then add one 
and a half cnpfuls of stock, cover with 
half a cupful of bread crumbs mixed 
with two tablespoonfuls of butter, 
cover «nd bake for 15 minutes. Re- 
move the lid and brown. 


Dr. Wiley's Whole-Wheat Bread.— 


Take about eight cupfuls of whole- 
wheat flour, mix a quart of thick sour 
milk with a cupful of molasses which 
has been made to foam with two tea- 
spoonfuls of soda, add a half teaspoon- 
ful of salt, and mix together, using 
enough of the flour to make the dough 
the consistency of fruit cake. 
Put 


Into two bread pans and let stand for 
30 minutes, or until it has risen to 
within an inch from the top of the 
pan. Bake an hour in a slow oven. 
If baked too rapidly the bread will be 
spoiled. 


Soft Pone.—Pour a quart of boiling 


water on two cupfuls of cornmeal, add 
a teaspoonful of butter and beat vigor- 
ously for three minutes. Add the yolks 
of three eggs, beating thoroughly, and 
then fold In the stiffly beaten whites, 
cutting them as In making cake. Pour 
Into o hot buttered dish and bake in a 
hot oven thirty minutes.

My Dear B uck: 
There’s a great big army of little 
fish that don’t seem to get the proper 
credit for all the fun and pleasure 
they have given fishermen. Of course, 
old man, a great big chunk of this fun 
happened w’ay back in the kneo-pants* 
stage of most fellow’s fishing days, 
but at that, when the real game fellows 
are off the feed and prospects appear 
good for an empty stringer, and it 
looks like bacon and flapjacks for the 
evening meal, just toss out a line and 
give the little fellows a nibble at your 
bait. These little old nibblers include 
In their ranks the crapple, rock bass, 
blue gill, sunfish and yellow^ or striped 
perch. 
As a pan fish you can’t beat ’em. 
Browned to a turn in plenty of bacon 
grease or broiled over the open camp­ 
fire they are a dish that w^ould make 
even J. D. forget his stomach, and after 
an hour on the trail or a particularly 
hard portage, you thank your lucky 
stars when the feed bag has a generous 
portion of “little fellers” done to a turn. 
^Get 'Em Any Old Time. 
Of course, they 
don’t 
put up 
a 
scream of a fight like their cousins 
the basses, but they are accommodat­ 
ing little cusses and bite any time In 
the day and most any time in the 
season, especially w^hen at a time the 
real game fellows have a tendency to 
overlook a good thing in the shape of 
bait or lure. Although they only make 
a short little fight, there’s a w’ay of 
fishing for them that will give you 
quite a bit of fun and please even the 
sure-enough fisherman who is seeming­ 
ly shocked when you even mention pan 
fish to him. 
Of course, most -of that 
disdain stuif is merely bull on the part 
of the fellow that hops up in the clouds 
when you mention little pannies. 
Light Fly Rod Best. 
Here is the tackle that put pep in 
the pan-fish game. 
Get the lightest, 
whippiest steel fly rod you can find, 
about ten feet in length; use an ordi­ 
nary soft-braided silk casting line and 
a number eight or ten hook, and do a 
little still fishing. 
With this rigging 
you will be pleasantly surprised at the 
sport in landing a fair-sized panner. 
They start out with quite a showy 
fight, but it don’t last long. How^ever, 
with this tackle, old scout, they’ll play 
better and show nu)re spunk than with 
the ordinary casting rod, and take it as 
a side tip you w^on’t land everyone you 
hook at that. 
The crapple is found in most ponds, 
lagoon.s, and lakes, as w^ell as the 
more sluggish streams, and they like 
the quiet waters. 
They bite best in 
the early spring. In June and the fall, 
although you get them most any time. 
For a still-fi.shlng bait they like gra.ss-

now or very small spoonhook, w^hile 
at times they will rise to the trout fly. 
The rock bass prefers the clear, cool 
water, and is not only found in nearly 
every lake, pond and river, but als(. 
in the little creeks and streams. 
In 
the lakes you will find him where tht' 
reeds and underwater gra.sses gro^^ 
and in the streams he dotes on the 
deep holes among the rocks and bowl 
ders or around stumps, brush or wind* 
falls. Most any kind of bait suits him, 
but small minnows, anglew’orms and 
w'hite wood-grubs make him 
swim 
around and take notice. 
They put up 
; quite a stagger at fighting when first 
hooked, and make a final effort when 
brought up to the boat. 
A small red 
ibis or white miller fly often tempts 
them, and very small frogs or craw­ 
fish interest the larger ones. 
Striped Perch Good Biter. 
The yeiluw or striped perch is prob­ 
ably the best little biter in the whole 
I outfit, and although he does not as a 
rule fight like a heavyweight, if you 
get a two-pounder on light fly tackle 
you know there Is a fish on the far end'* 
of the line. 
Go after him In about 
thirty to forty feet of w»ater and you 
get the big ones. With any sort of bait 
you can land him In good numbers 
most any time, and even through the 
ice in winter he is an accommodating 
fellow. Tile perch Is a great little f a ­ 
vorite with the w^omen and children 
wiio don't go after the gamer fellows, 
and many pleasant days can be spent 
for this popular little panner. A bait 
that looks good to a bluegill tickles 
the fancy of the perch, und any old 
kind of a hook and line is tackle 
enough to get him, although the real 
sport is to be had with the long, light 
steel fly rod. 
Taken as a w’hole, the pan fish are 
a gentlemanly little bunch of good fel­ 
lows, always eager to take a nibble 
and sa\e a fisherman from ringing up 
a “goose egg’* for the day’s fishing, and 
to his good, clean method of living w’e 
can thank him for his fine flavor, and 
crowu him king of fre«h ^vuter fish 
food.

Take a steak, either sirloin or round, 
cut three-fourths of an inch thick, and 
cooked in a very hot iron 
frying pan, turning often, 
for seven minutes. 
Salt 
when well browned.

the meantime melt a ta­ 
blespoonful of butter in 
a saucepan, add a half 
cupful each of chojiped 
onion and green pepper, 
three-fourths of a cupful of tomatoes, 
and salt and pepper to taste. 
Cook 
20 minutes and spread over the steak. 
Set in the oven for a fewinlnutes. 
Ham, English Country Style.—Take 
two pouinls of ham, sliced an inch 
thick, .scald with boiling water to re­ 
move the exce.ss of salt, If any, then 
dry thoroughly, and fry on both sides 
until browMi. 
Peel and slice six large 
onion.s, lay them In a frying pan or 
kettle, and plac(» the ham on top, 
then pour over three cupfuls of soup 
stock. 
Cover closely and simmer till 
all Is tender, about 45 minutes. 
Re­ 
move the ham to a platter, surround 
with the onions and thicken tlie stock 
in the pan for a gravy, which is then 
poured over tho ham.

the 
caps from the niushnjoms tind .sepa­ 
rate from the stem, 
Cho)) the stems 
fine, melt six tablespoonfuls of butter 
and mix it with a pint of soft bread 
crumbs, then put a layer in a buttered 
baking dish; add one of the mush­ 
room caps and stems and dredge witli 
salt and pejjper. Rejjeat until the dish 
is nearly full, using three-fourths of 
a ])ound of nuishroom.s, then add one

Dr. Wiley's Whole-Wheat Bread.—

spoonfuls of soda, Jidd a half teaspuon- 
ful of salt, and mix together, using 
enough of the flour to make the dough 
the consistency of fruit cake.

into two bread pans and let stand for 
80 minutes, or until it has risen to 
within an inch from the top of the 
pan. 
Bake an hour in a slow oven. 
If baked too rapidly the bread will be 
.spoiled. 
Soft Pone.—Pour a quart of bulling 
water on two cujjfuls of cornmeal, add 
a teaspoonful of butter and beat vigor­ 
ously for three minutes.

The best authorities on tho wheat 
situation give It as their opinion that 
for many years to C(unt‘. wheat lu’ices 
will be high. They base their opinion 
on a scientific calculation and their 
reas<ming .soems to be sound. Anyway 
It is quite evident that for S(uni- years 
to come, the produci'r of wheat wiU 
bo a mid y rewarded for any effort he» 
may make to develop this branch of 
agricultural huhistry. 
Money may be

N VIEW of the fact that the 48 
states of the Union, together with 
Porto Kico, Hawaii and Alaska, 
celebrate the Fourth »f July us 


Independence day, it is interesting to 
note how this nationwide holiday came 
to be celebrated, and what it should 
signify to all Americans. 


July 4 is now a holiday commemo- 


rating the birthday of the nation, for 
on that day in 1770 the Continental 
Congress 
of 
the 
13 colonies of 


Ameiica 
adopted 
the 
Declaration 


of Independence which proclaimed 
them free and indepe ndeat states, al>- 
solvecl from all allegiance to the Brit- 
ish crown. Tho original of this "birth 
certificate," written by hand on parch- 
ment and now much worn and faded, 
is preserved carefully in an air-tight 
and lightproof case in the library of 
the department of state. 
Only fac- 


similes are exhibited today, the orig- 
inal being far too precious a document 
to risk in the light and air. 
Declaration of Independence. 


A facsimile of tho Decimation of In- 


dependence is on exhibition in the di- 
vision of history in the older building 
of the National museum at Washing 
ton, where there are also preserved 
personal relics and mementos of sev- 
eral of the members of the second Con- 
tinental Congrests who signed this great 
resolution. 


The his-toiy of the origin and draft- 


Ing of tho declaration is of consider- 
able interest. 
In the second Conti- 


nental Congress, which was meeting 
in Philadelphia, Richard Henry Lee 
of Virginia, on June 7, 1770, Intro- 
duced the following resolution, which 
whs seconded In John Adams: 


"Resolved, That these United Colo- 


nies are, and of light ought to bo, 
free and independent states; (hat they 
are absolved from all allegiance to 
the British crown, and that all politi- 
cal connection between them and tho 
State of (treat Britain is, and ought 
to be, totallj dissolved 
Foreign Alliances Urged.

The Independence 
of the United Co'onles was thus de- 
clared, and thereupon congress Im 
mediately ordered that the declaratioi 
be authenticated and printed under 
the supervision of the committee previ 
ously appointed to prepare II, and thai 
copies thereof be distributed to all 
state assemblies and the commanding 
officers of the army. 


In accordance with the above order, 


the declaration was issued as a printed 
broadside on July 5, with the heading: 
"In Congress, July 4, 1770. A Declara- 
tion by the Representatives of the 
United States of America, In General 
Congress Assembled." 
It bore the 


name In print of John Hancock, presl 
dent of the congress, and was attested 
by Secretary Charles Thomson, but 
bore no other names. 


On July 19 it was resolved In con- 


gress : 


"That the declaration passed on the 


4th be fairly engrossed on parch- 
ment, with the title and stile (style) 
of 'The Unanimous Declaration of the 
Thirteen United States of America.' 
and that the same, when engrossed, 
be signed by every member of Con- 
gress." 


It could not have been headed "Unan- 


imous" on July 4, for the New York 
delegation had not then been author- 
ized to agree to It, and it was not un- 
til July 15 that It was announced In 
the Continental Congress that the as- 
sembly of New York had approved the 
declaration and thus made It unani- 
mous. 


On August 2, 1770, the Declaration 


of Independence, being engrossed and 
compared, was signed by the members, 
those who were not present on August 
2 affixing their signatures at later 
dates, all but one signing before Janu- 
ary 18, 1777. 
Signing the Birth Certificate. 


It has been ascertained that of the 


r>6 signers more than one-fourth were 
not present, on July 4, 1776, and seven 
of them—Thornton, Williams, Rush, 
Cljmer, Smith, Taylor and Ross—- 
were not members at that date. On the 
other hand, seven members on that 
date—George Clinton, John Alsop, R. R. 
Livingston, Henry Wisner, 
Thomas 


Willing, Charles Humphreys and John 
Rogers—had not the- privilege of be- 
coming "signers," for the membership 
of all but one had ceased prior to 
August 2. 


The first official issue of the declara- 


tion bearing the names of the signers 
was printed as a broadside in Balti- 
more under the resolution of January 
18, 1777, ordering that copies be sent 
to each of the united states. There 
are 
only four copies 
of this is- 


sue ndw known to exist, one of which 
is in the library of congress at Wash- 
ington. 
Not Signed on July 4. 


Contrary to popular opinion, there- 


fore, it seems that the declaration was 
not signed on July 4, the day it passed, 
but between August 2, 1776, and Janu- 
ary 18 1777, after it bad been engrossed 
and compaied, and then only by 55 
memlieis, all of whom weie ordered to 
do so by the resolution passed July 
19, 1770 
The name of Thomas Mc- 


Koan, which does not appear among 
the signers in the printed copy, was 
added later, possibly not until 1781, 
making the f»G signers. 


But little has ever been done to per- 


petuate the mommy of these f>6 early 
Americans onlv a few ol whom aio 
well known, but it is interesting to 
know that the Natioi nl Society of the 
Sons o1 the Ameni'.in Revolution, in 
10 opeialion with the Society of 1H1- 
scend-ints of the Signers, is locating 
the sravos of those patiiots and pre- 
paring a memorial volume to include 
a biography of each individual.

A SLICE OF BREAD 


"Many a Mickle Makes a Muckle." 


A single slice of bread seems an 


unimportant thing. 
In many house- 


holds one or more slices of bread daily 
are thrown away and not used for hu- 
man food. 
Sometimes, stale quaiter 


or half loaves are thrown out. 


Yet one good-sized slice of bread— 


such as, a child likes to cut—weighs 
an ounce. 
It contains almost three- 


quarters of an ounce of flour. 


If every one ot the country's 20,- 


000,000 homes wastes on the average 
only one such slice of bread a day, the 
country is throwing away daily over 
14,000,000 ounces of flour—over 875,- 
000 pounds, or enough flour for over a 
million one-pound loaves a day. 
For 


a full year at this rate there would be 
a waste of over 319,000,000 pounds of 
flour—1,500,000 barrels 
of 
flour- 


enough to make 365,000,000 loaves. 


As. it takes 4% bushels of wheat to 


make a barrel of ordinary flour, this 
waste would represent the flour from 
over 7,000,000 bubhels of wheat. 


Fourteen and nine-tenths bushels of 


wheat on the average are raised per 
acre. It would take the fruit of some 
470,000 acres, just to provide a ^single 
slice of bread to be wasted daily in 
every home. 


To produce this muth flour calls for 


an army of farmers, railway men, 
flour-null people. To get the flour to 
the consumer calls for many freight 
cars and the use of many tons of coal. 


But, someone says, a full slice of 


bread is not wasted in every home. 
Very well—make it a daily slice for 
everj four or even ten or every thirty 
homes—make it a weekly or monthly 
slice in every home—or make the 
wasted slice thinner. 
The waste of 


flour involved is still appalling. 


Any waste of bread is declared to 


be inexcusable when there are so many 
ways of using stale bread to cook 
delicious dishes.

"Do not buy meat until you have 


bought three quarts of milk a-day," is 
the advice of one of the foremost 
American authorities on nutrition. This 
applies to a family of two adults and 
three children. 


The advice is good, according to L 


S. Palmer of the Missouri College of 
Agriculture, because milk at 9 cents a 
quart, butter at 45 cents a pound, 
cheese at 30 cents a pound, and cot- 
tage cheese at 15 cents a pound arc 
still bv far the cheapest human foods 
from animal sources. 


The ration per individual for the 


civilian need not exceed 2,500 calories 
of energy and 2 5 ounces of protein a 
clav, according to the British food con- 
troller. Three and one-half quarts ot 
milk, or one pound; BYs ounces of 
cheese, costing 32% and 36% cents, re- 
spectively, will furnish this amount of 
energy, whereas it would be necessary 
to buy nearly tw o pounds of the cheap- 
est cut of fresh pork, containing con- 
siderable fat, at a cost of 45 to 50 
cents, to 
obtain 
2,500 calories of 


cnei gy. 


As an economical source of protein 


it is interesting to find that 10 cents' 
worth of cottage cheese, 16% cents' 
worth of Cheddar cheese, and IS cents' 
worth of milk, nt the foregoing prices 
per pound will furnish 2.5 ounces of 
protein. 
The cheapest meat protein 


one can buy is lean veal steak and it is 
necessarj to buy 25 cents' worth to 
obtain 2.5 ounces of protein. Eggs at 
35 cents a dozen are practically on a 
par with lean veal. Nine eggs are re- 
quired to furnish 2.5 ounces of pro- 
tein. 


In addition to their economy dairy 


products Ivnve the following points in 
their favor: 
(1) There is no waste 


connected with their use In the house- 
hold. (2) They contain valuable salts. 
(3) They contain other invaluable food 
substances which many other foods 
contain cither in much smaller quan- 
tities or not at all.

Home Canning. 


Grow plenty of green vegetables, 


planting several times during the sea- 
son thus having new peas, lettuce, 
radishes and string beans until late in 
the fall. When there is a surplus of 
fruits or vegetables in the garden can 
or preserve it for winter use. 
As- 


paragus may be successfully canned at 
home. Be sure that the cans are per- 
fectly sterilized with good rubbers. 
Blanch the asparagus by letting it 
stand in boiling water for a few min- 
utes to shrink, then pack it tips up hi 
the jar leaving on inch or two at the 
top. Remove the tough butts as they 
are not tender enough to serve. They 
may be peeled and cooked or made 
into soup. Fill the jars with boiling 
water, allowing a level teaspoonful of 
salt to each quart can of asparagus. 
Put on the covers and do not fasten 
tightly. Set into a boiler and fill to the 
shoulder of the can with hot water and 
boil one hour, then remove and seal 
the can, let stand and the next day 
repeat, loosening the top each time be- 
fore putting into the boiler and seal- 
ing when it is removed. Boil the can* 
of vegetable three days in succession, 
then place In a dark place for winter 
use. Any vegetable may be canned in 
this way. If one has a steam-pressure 
canner one cooking will serve to keep 
the vegetable. As canned fruits and 
vegetables In tins will be used largely 
this year as army food, \\e who stay 
at home will need to supply our owo 
canned vegetables. 


as bichloride of mercery, can be used 
strong enough to kill theise germs, as 
it will also destroy the cells of the 
body and so make them less able to 
fight the germs. Peroxide is specially 
dangerous in deep wounds, as it car- 
ries pus germs everywhere and is not 
strong enough to destroy them. 


Placing a clean dressing, which 


means a dressing that has been steril- 
ized surgically (such as the Red Cross 
dressing) on the wound w i l l introduce 
no more germs and will not injure the- 
delicate tissues of the body exposed 
in the wound. Moreover, the flow of 
blood and blood serum (the liquid 
part of the blood) will be in the direc- 
tion of the dressing, so the germs will 
be constantly going out

July 4 is now a holiday commemo­ 
rating the birthday of the nation, for 
on that day in 177G the Continental 
Congress 
of 
the 
13 
colonies 
of 
America 
adopted 
the 
Declaration 
of Independence 
which 
proclaimed 
them free and indepi^ndent states, ab­ 
solved from all allegiance to the Brit­ 
ish crown. The original of this “birth 
certificate,” written by hand on parch­ 
ment and now much worn and faded, 
is preserved carefully in an air-tight 
and lightproof case in the lil)rary of 
tlie dej)artment of slate. 
Only fac­ 
similes are exhibited today, the orig­ 
inal being far too precious a document 
to risk in the light and air. 
Declaration of independence. 
A facsimile of th(» Declaration of In­ 
dependence is on exhibition in the di­ 
vision of history in the older building 
of the National museum at Washing­ 
ton, where there are also preserved 
personal relics and mementos of sev­ 
eral of the members of the second Con­ 
tinental Congress who signed this great 
resolution. 
The history of the origin and draft­ 
ing of the declaration is of consider­ 
able interest. 
In the second Conti­ 
nental Congress, which w’as meeting 
in Philadelphia, Richard Henry Lee 
of Virginia, on June 7, 1770, intro­ 
duced the following resolution, which 
Vas seconded by John Adams: 
“Hesolved, That th(*se United Colo­ 
nies are, and of right ought to be, 
free and ind(*pendent states; that they 
are absolved from all allegiance to 
the British crown, and that all politi­ 
cal connection between them and the 
Stale of (Jreat Britain is, and ought 
to be, totally dissolved. 
Foreign Alliances Urged. 
“Tliat it is I'Xpi-dient forthwith to 
take the mt)st eircetual measures for 
forming foreign alliances. 
“That a plan of conf(»deratlon be pre­ 
pared and transmitted to the respec­ 
tive coloni(*s for their ap|)robation.” 
Consideration of tills resolution was 
postponed, anil on June 11 Thomas 
Jefferson,

Adams, 
Benjamin 
Franklin. Bubert Sherman, and K. B. 
Livings!on were ai)poinled a commit­ 
tee to pre])are a declaration to serve 
as a preamble to this independ(»nt reso­ 
lution. 
This committee, known as 
the Jeff<*rson committee submitted a 
draft, of tin» declaration on June 
which was laid on the table for lati*r 
conslderatlim.

The independence 
of the United Colonies was thus de­ 
clared, and thereupon congress im­ 
mediately ordered that the declaration 
bo authenticated and printed under 
the supervision of the commiltee previ­ 
ously appointed to prepare it, and that 
copies thereof he distributed to all 
state assemblies and the connnandlng 
cillcers of the army. 
In accordance with the above order, 
the declaration was issued as a printed 
broadside on July 
with the heading: 
“In Congress, July 4, 1770. A Declara­ 
tion by the Representatives of the 
United States of America, In General 
Congress Assembled.** 
It bore the 
name in print of John Hancock, presi­ 
dent of the congress, and was attested 
by Secretary Charles Thomson, but 
bore no other names. 
On July 10 It was resolved in con­ 
gress : 
“That the declaration passed on the 
4th 
be fairly engrossed 
on 
parch­ 
ment, with the title and stile (style) 
of ^The Unanimous Declaration of the 
Thirteen United States of America,* 
and that the same, when engrossed, 
be signed by every member of Con­ 
gress.** 
It could not have been headed “Unan­ 
imous“ on July 4, for the New York 
delegation had not then been author­ 
ized to agree to It, and it was not un­ 
til July 15 that it was announced in 
the Continental Congress that the as­ 
sembly of New York had approved the 
declaration and thus made It unani­ 
mous. 
On August 2, 1770, the Declaration 
of Independence, being engrossed and 
compared, was signed by the members, 
those who were not present on August 
2 aillxing their signatures at later 
dates, all but one signing before Janu­ 
ary 18, 1777. 
Signing the Birth Certificate. 
It has been ascertained that of the 
no signers more than one-fourth were 
not present, on July 4, 1770, and seven 
of them—Thornton, Williams, Rush, 
Clymer, Smith, Taylor and Ross—^ 
were not members at that date. On the 
other hand, seven members on that 
date—Oeorge Clinton, John Alsop, R. R. 
Livingston, 
Henry Wisner, 
Thomas 
Willing, Charles Humphreys and John 
Rogers—had not the* privilege of be­ 
coming “signers,“ for the membership 
of all but one had ceased prior to 
August 2. 
The first ofiiclal Issue of the declara­ 
tion bearing the names of the signers 
was printed as a broadside in Balti­ 
more under the resolution of January 
18, 1777, ordering that copies be sent 
to each of the united states. 
There 
are 
only 
f(Uir 
copies 
of

is­ 
sue ndw known to exist, one of which 
is In the library of congress at Wash­ 
ington. 
Not Signed on July 4. 
Contrary to popular opinion, there­ 
fore, it seems that the declaration was 
not signed on July 4, the day it passed, 
but between August 2, 1770, and Janu­ 
ary 18, 1777, after it had been engrossed 
and compared, and then only by 55 
members, all of whom were ordered to 
do so by the resolution i)assed July 
19, 1770, 
The name of Thomas Mc- 
Kean, Avhich does not appear among 
the signers in the printed copy, was 
addtnl hiter, possibly not until 17S1, 
nmklng the 50 signers. 
But little has ever been done to per­ 
petuate the memory of these 50 early 
Americans, only a few of whom are 
well known, but it Is interesting to 
know that the National Society of the 
Sons of the American Revolution, in 
co-operation with the Society of De­ 
scendants of the Signers, Is locating 
the graves of tliose patriots and pre­ 
paring a mi’morlal vohnne to include 
a biography of each individual.

A SLICE OF BREAD 


UMany a Mickle Makes a Muckle.” 


A single slice of bread seems an 
unimportant thing. 
In many house­ 
holds one or more slices of bread dally 
are thrown away tind not used for hu­ 
man food. 
Sometimes stale quarter 
or half loaves are thrown out. 
Yet one good-sized slice of bread— 
such as a child likes to cut—weighs 
an ounce. 
It contains almost three- 
quarters of an ounce of flour. 
If every one of the country’s 20,- 
0()0,iX)0 homes wastes on the average 
only one such slice of bread a day, the . 
country is throwing away daily over | 
14,(X)0,(KK) ounces of flour—over 875,- 
(XX) pounds, or enough flour for over a 
million one-pound loaves a day. 
For 
a full year at this rate there would be 
a waste of over 319,000,000 pounds of 
flour—1,500,000 
barrels 
of 
flour— 
enough to make 305,000,000 loaves. 
As it takes 4Í4 bushels of wheat to 
make a barrel of ordinary flour, this 
waste would represent the flour from 
over 7,000,000 bushels of wheat. 
Fourteen and nine-tenths bushels of 
W’heat on the average are raised per 
acre. It W’ould take the fruit of some 
470,000 acres just to provide a single 
slice of bread to be wasted daily in 
every home. 
To produce this muTh flour calls for 
an army of farmers, 
railway men, 
flour-mill people. 
To get the flour to 
the consumer calls for many freight 
cars and the use of many tons of coal. 
But, someone says, a full slice of 
bread is not wasted in every home. 
Very well—make it a daily slice for 
every four or even ten or every thirty 
homes—make it a weekly or monthly 
slice in every home—or make the 
wasted slice thinner. 
The waste of 
ilour involved is still appalling. 
Any waste of bread is declared to 
be inexcusable when there are so man;^^ 
ways of using stale bread to cook 
delicious dishes.

“Do not buy meat until you have 
bought three quarts of milk a'day,’* is 
the advice of one of the foremost 
American authorities on nutrition. This 
applies to a fAmily of two adults and 
three children. 
The advice is good, according to L. 
S. I’almer of the Missouri College of 
Agriculture, because milk at 9 cents a 
quart, butter at 45 cents a pound, 
cheese at 30 cents a pound, and cot­ 
tage cheese at 15 cents a pound are 
still by far the cheapest lunnan foods 
from animal sources. 
Tlie ration per individual for the 
civilian need not exceed 2,500 calories 
of energy and 2.5 ounces of protein a 
day, according to the British food con­ 
troller. 
Three and one-half quarts of 
milk, or one pound; SVj ounces of 
cheese, costing S2Vq and 80^^ cents, re­ 
spectively, will furnish this amount of 
onergyr whereas It would be necessary 
to buy nearly two pounds of the cheap­ 
est cut of fresh pork, containing con­ 
siderable fat, at a cost of 45 to 50 
cents,

energy. 
As an economical source of protein 
it Is interesting to find that 10 cents* 
worth of cottage cheese, lOV^ cents* 
worth of Cheddar cheese, and 18 cents’ 
worth of milk, at the foregoing prices 
per pound will furnlsli 2.5 ounce.s of 
protein, 
The cheapest meat protein 
one can buy Is lean veal steak and it is 
nece.ssary to buy 25 cents* worth to 
obtain 2.5 ounces of protein. 
Eggs at 
35 cents a dozen are practically on a 
par with lean veal. Nine eggs are re­ 
quired to furnish 2.5 ounces of pro­ 
tein. 
In addition to their economy dairy 
products have the following points in 
their favor: 
(1) There is no waste 
connected with their use in tlie house­ 
hold. (2) 
They contain valuable salts. 
(3) Tliey contain other invaluable food 
substances which many other foods 
contain either in much smaller quan­ 
tities or not at all.

Home Canning. 
Grow plenty of green vegetable«, 
planting several times during the sea­ 
son thus having new peas, lettuce, 
radishes and string beans until late in 
the fall. 
When there is a surplus of 
fruits or vegetables In the garden can 
or preserve It for winter use. 
As­ 
paragus may be successfully canned at 
home. Be sure that the cans are per­ 
fectly sterilized with good rubbertiL 
Blanch the asparagus by letting It 
stand in boiling water for a few min­ 
utes to shrink, then pack it tips up in 
the jar leaving an inch or two at the 
top. 
Remove the tough butts as they 
are not tender enough to serve. They 
may be peeled and cooked or made 
Into soup. 
Fill the jars with boiling 
water, allowing a level teaspoonful of 
salt to each quart can of asparagus. 
Put on the covers and do not fasten 
tightly. Set into a boiler and fill to the 
shoulder of the can with hot water and 
bAil one hour, then remove and seal 
the can, let stand and the next day 
repeat, loosening the top each time be­ 
fore putting into the boiler and seal­ 
ing when it is removed. Boil the cans 
of vegetable throe days in succession, 
then place in a dark place for winter 
use. Any vegetable may be canned in 
this w^ay. If one has a steam-pressure 
canner one cooking will sen^e to keep 
the vegetable. 
As canned fruits and 
vegetables in tins will be used largely 
this year as army food, we who stay 
at home will need to supply our own 
canned vegetables. 


as bichloride of mercery, can be used 
strong enough to kill these germs, o b 
it will also destroy the cells of the 
body and so make them less able to 
fight the germs. Peroxide is specially 
dangerous in deep wounds, as it car­ 
ries pus germs everywhere and is not 
strong enough to destroy them.

ized surgically (such as the Red Cross 
dressing) on the wound will introduce 
no more germs and will not injure the 
delicate tissues of the body exposed 
in the wound.

blood and blood serum (the liquid 
part of the blood) will be in the direc­ 
tion of the dressing, so the germs will 
be constantly going out.

fore, is tiie way to take care of » 
wound.

funds. Claimant's counsel also held that 
if the claimant is not entitled to the fund 
as a widower, he was entitled to same as 
. dependent relative. In answer to these 
positions, the defense contend*, d that un- 
der no construction of the term "widow", 
is the plaintiff, as "widower" entiled to 
the fund; that a "widow" is a woman 
who has lost her husband by death, and 
under tilery-laws of the Union, permits 
of no other construction. Counsel for de- 
fense also held that the plaintiff, as the 
widower of the deceased wife, is not a 
relative of the wife, and cannot recover. 
Evidence was heard by the Court, «nd the 
argument of the points of law and facts 
involved will be submitted next month.

among them that secret withdrawal 
from Brooklyn across the river in si- 
lent boats. On this occasion he caused 
campfires to be built along the shore 
of the Assanpink, while the work of 
making intrenchments apparently went 
on through the night. Even the sound 
of the axes reached British ears, and 
they fell asleep, lulled by what they 
believed to be full knowledge of the 
rebels' movements and Intentions. 
Washington's Plans Well Laid. 


His plans were complete. He knew 


every road and crossroad on the way 
to Princeton. He had made sure that 
the way to that town was unguarded. 
He knew that most of the British 
troops had been removed from Prince- 
ton, and he made the clear deduction 
that only a few, moreover, could be 
remaining at Brunswick, where the 
enemy had rich magazines. 
His 


maximum ambition, then, was to take 
Princeton, and push on to Brunswick 
and avail himself of all he found 
there. This, however, he knew to be 
a somewhat extravagant hope. But he 
felt that he could achieve Princeton, 
at least, and then withdraw to the 
heights of Morrlstown to recuperate. 


Soon after midnight, when the 3d 


of Jannary had not yet dawned, the 
narch began, In a new, sudden wave of 
jitter cold which followed the days of 
thaw. Bancroft tells us that ft was 
abont sunrise when the troops arrived 
at the southeastern outskirts of Prince- 
on. Mercer was detached and went 
oward the west with about 350 men. 
There were already about two British 
regiments on the march to Join Corn- 
wallls, leaving far behind them the 
very town where they were needed, 
while Cornwnllls peacefully awaited 
hem to help overwhelm the Ameri- 


cans whom he supposed to be behind 
those delusive campflres. 


But Mawhood, with a number about 


equal to Mercer's men, saw the ap- 
proach of the Americans and returned 
to the conflict. The two forces rushed 
—Mawhood leading a body of men 
trained, fresh, armed with bayonets; 
Mercer in command of a group poorly 
trained, ill-equipped, almost exhausted 
with a night's march of 18 miles 
through bitter cold, and almost entire- 
ly riflemen, bearing scarcely any bay- 
onets, to meet the hostile charge. A 
terrific, swift encounter took place, at 
the end of which the Americans gave 
way and fled, abandoning their cannon, 
while their officers remained on the 
field, calling the men back. Haslet, 
Neal, Fleming, were among those who 
fell, and Mercer dropped to the ground 
wounded. 
His wounds were so seri- 


ous that he lived only until January 12, 
when he died in a room which you may 
visit today. 


Washington Saved the Day. 


It was about the time when Mercer 


fell that Washington heard the sound 
of conflict and returned as fast as pos- 
sible. Seeing his scattering troops, he 
rode straight to the front himself, sum- 
moning them to follow. It was one of 
Ills most drastic and gallant acts. 
Straight toward the enemy he rode, 
did not stop until he was within 30 
yards of them, and face to face, com- 
manded every American to follow, and 
stood swathed In smoke while a simul- 
taneous volley arose from both sides. 
When the smoke cleared away he stood 
unharmed. 
The British were over- 


whelmed. The entire action, from the 
nomcnt when Mercer's'first shot was 
ired, had occupied Just 20 minutes. 
Mawhood with his men was pursued by 
.he patriots for three or four miles, 
and lost many on the way as prisoners 
o the conquering Americans.

Regulating the Use of Public Highways. 


BE IT ORDAINED AND ENACT1 D 


ly the Borough of New Oxford, Penney!- 
TABU, and it is hereby ordained and en- 
acted by authority of the same, that the 
tallowing regulations for the uf-e of the 
public highways be and the Fame are 
Hereby adopted. 


DEFINITIONS. 


(a) The word "highway" shall mean

He knew that most of the British 
troops had been removed from Prince­ 
ton, and he made the clear deduction 
that only a few, moreover, could be 
remaining at Brunswick, where the

maximum ambition, then, was to take 
Princeton, and pusli on to Brunswick 
and avail iiimself of all he found 
there. 
This, however, lie knew to be 
a somewhat extra\dgant hope. But lie 
felt that he could achieve Princeton, 
at least, and then withdraw to the 
heights of Morristown to recuperate. 
»Soon after midnight, when the 3d 
of January Imd not yet dawned, the 
march began, in a new, sudden wave of 
bitter cold wliich folloived the days of 
thaw. 
Bancroft tells us that it was 
about sunrise when the troops arrived 
at the southeastern outskirts of Prince­ 
ton, 
Mercer was detached and went 
toward the west with about 350 men. 
TJiere were ah’eady about two British 
regiments on the march to ^oin Corn­ 
wallis, leaving fur behind them the 
very town where they were needed, 
wWle Cornwallis peacefully awaited 
them to help overwhelm the Ameri- 
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cans whom he supposed to be behind 
those delusive campfires. 
But Mawhood, with a number about 
equal lo Mercer’s men, saw the ap­ 
proach of the Americans and returned 
to the conflict. The two forces rushed 
—Mawhood leading a body of men 
trained, fresh, armed with bayonets; 
Mercer in command of a group poorly 
trained, ill-equipped, almost exhausted 
with a night’s march of 18 miles 
through bitter cold, and almost entire­ 
ly riflemen, bearing scarcely any bay­ 
onets, to meet the hostile charge. 
A 
terrific, swift encounter took place, at 
the end of which the Americans gave 
way and fled, abandoning their cannon, 
while their olficers remained on the 
field, calling the men back. 
Haslet, 
Neal, Fleming, were among those who 
fell, and Mercer dropped to the ground 
wounded. 
His wounds were so seri­ 
ous that he lived only until January 12, 
when he died in a room which you may 
visit today. 
Washington Saved the Day. 
It was about the time when Mercer 
fell that Washington Iieard the sound 
of conflict and returned as fast as pos­ 
sible. Seeing his scattering troops, he 
rode straight to the front himself, sum­ 
moning them to follow. It was one of 
his most drastic and ¿gallant acts. 
►Straight toward the enemy he rode, 
did not stop until he was within 30 
yards of them, and face to face, com­ 
manded every American to follow, and 
stood swathed in smoke while a simul­ 
taneous volley arose from both sides. 
When the smoke cleared away lie stood 
unharmed. 
The British were over­ 
whelmed. The entire action, from the 
moment wiien Mercer*ti first shot was 
fired, had occupied just 20 minutes. 
Mawliood with his men was pursued by 
the patriots for three or four miles, 
and lost many on the way as prisoners 
to the conquering Americans.
